Nineteen  forty-two  was  a  big  \ear  for  this  world.  The  United  States  had  been  in  war 
for  nearly  a  year,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was  the  president  of  the  U.  S.  and  the  class  of 
'46  found  its  way  into  high  school.  Four  years  have  passed  since  then — the  U.  S.  is  no 
longer  at  war,  our  president,  a  great  leader  of  the  U.  S.,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  has  died 
and  the  class  of  '46  has  finally  reached  the  peak  of  its  nineteen  forty-two  ambition- 
graduation. 

With  fifty  members  in  our  freshmen  class  and  Miss  G.  ( ).  Howard  as  the  home  room 
teacher  we  found  ourselves  in  nineteen  forty-two  engaged  in  the  following  subjects:  English, 
Algebra,  Home  Economics  and  Civics.  In  our  class  organization  we  were  led  by  Henry 
Gcodson  as  president.  Ethel  Sanders  as  secretary  and  Nettie  Jean  Watson  as  treasurer. 
We  were  engaged  in  tlie  following  extra-activities :  the  band,  the  glee  club,  and  the  Dramatic 
c'ub.  One  by  one  our  boys  were  drafted  away  to  the  army.  By  the  end  of  the  year  quite  a 
few  had  drifted  away  from  us  but  the  rest  of  us  held  our  own  and  drifted  on  to  the  next 
grade. 

Being  forty  in  number  we  became  less  noisy  and  UKjre  business  like  in  l'^43  with  Mr. 
Cannady  as  our  adviser  and  Rayford  Earp  as  our  president.  We  were  engaged  in  many 
dramatic  activities.  Grace  Toole,  Ethel  Sanders,  and  Rayford  Earp  did  outstanding  per- 
formances in  the  popular  play  "Dixon's  Kitchen."  Our  Junior-Senior  Prom  was  a  great 
success.  Members  of  our  class  were  organizers  and  leaders  of  the  W.  W.  W.  Club  with  the 
presidents  of  all  chapters  coming  from  our  class.  They  were  Jessie  Lee  Byrd.  Jonesville 
president;  Alberta  Lee,  president  of  Henderson  Powhatan  chapter:  Mable  Rowland,  presi- 
dent of  Piney  Grove  chapter;  Nettie  Jean  Watson,  president  of  Lee's  Cross  Road  chapter, 
and  Ruth  Clarke  is  Charter-club  president  and  is  considered  General  President  of  the  entire 
organization.   Hazel  Morgan  is  also  general  chaplain  of  this  organization. 

Because  our  class  is  the  first  twelfth  grade,  we  were  the  senior  class  for  two  years. 
It  was  quite  a  job  for  us  to  get  started  in  the  eleventh  grade  for  we  were  in  need  of  leader- 
ship ourselves.  We  elected  Hazel  Morgan  as  our  president  to  lead  us  and  with  the  help  of 
our  advisor.
